THE SHORTEST LINE TO THE ATLANTIC. 


A Sheriff Surrounds a Stump—thicago and 
New York Notes—From Far Across 
the Sea—(ther News.

San Dreoo, Januury 7.—Thomas L. 
Rogers, Vice-President of the California 
Southern Railroad, has just received 
from the City of Mexico a concession 
from the Mexican Government for 


which he applied in May last, for the | 


construction of a railroad and telegraph 
line from a convenient junction point 
with the Sonora Railway to the Port of 
San Diego, Cal. The line of the pro- 

ed road crosses the State of Sonora, 
touching at Port Ysabel on the Gulf of 
California, crossing the Colorado River 
at a practicable point and thence across 
lower California to the Pacific. The 
length of the whole line with branches 
to Altar in Sonora and San Rafael in 
lower California will not be far from 


FOUR HUNDRED MILES. 


This concession is substantially a du- 
plicate as to the requirements and 
privileges of that given to General 
Grant for a line through the State of 
Oajaca. Seven years are allowed for 
the completion of the entire road. The 
survey must begin within four months. 
Twenty-five miles of the road must be 
“constructed within two years, at least 
sixty miles at- the end of the third 
year, and seventy-five miles each year 
thereafter. No subsidy was asked, but 
a freight and passenger tariff about 
fifty per cent. higher than that allowed 
the Mexican Central and Sonera rail- 
roads is established. 
the construction and operation of the 
railroad and telegraph enters duty free 
for fifteen years, and the capital stock 
and all property of the company 

EXEMPT FROM TAXATION 

For fifty years. This line will be 
the natural and shortest outlet to the 
Pacific for the Atchison, Topeka and 
Sante Fe road now nearly completed 
~ to the town of Calabasas in Arizona, 
near the Sonora line, to which point 
the new line will be extended. The 
importance of the proposed road can 
hardly be overestimated by the capi- 
talists who have already invested so 
largely in railroads in Mexico and Ari- 
zona. The concession is very liberal 
in terms and is considered one of the 
most valuable that has yet been 
granted by the Mexican government, 
this being the only cast and west 
franchise that allows termini in the 
United States. The road will forma 
part of the : 


ABSOLUTELY SHORTEST LINE’ 


That can be drawn in U. S. territory | 


between the waters of the Atlantic and 
Pacific Oceans. It has long been 
knewn that the best route for a rail- 
road from El Paso to the harbor was 
below the Mexiean line, but heretofore 
that route has not been available. Now 
that it has been secured there can be 
little question that the concession will 
be immediately put into operation. 


CHICAGO CULLINGS. 


Smalipox—An Improvement in Pub- 
lic Halls and Theatres. 


January 7.—Ticre were 
118 fatal cases of smallpox during 
December in Chicago, and 370 other 
deaths from zymotic disease. The 
total number ef deaths was 1,020. The 
death rate from small-pox has de- 
creased from 175 in October to 118 in 
December. There are 110 cases now 
in the smallpox hospital. 

INSPECTING THE THEATRES. 

The report of the Committee of the 
Citizens’ Association who have been 
inspecting the theatres since the Vienna 
disaster is very lengthy, and reviews 
in detail each theatre and public hall. 
The substance of the report is that the 
theatres and public halls are generally 
in far better condition now than they 
were at last inspection, and those re- 
constructed and newly erected since 
then show a decided improvement. 


Captured in a Hollow Stump. 

WATSONVILLE, January 7.—Deputy 
Sheriff John Gaffey and his posse ar- 
rived here to-day, afier a five days’ 
hunt in the mountains after the men 
connected with the recent attempt to 
murder Charles Rossio. Being in- 
formed about two o'clock this morning 
that a certain Mexican had concealed 
the fugitives, they compelled him to 
disclose their hiding-place, which was 
in the hollow stump of a large tree, by 
stringing him up until he was nearly 
choked to death. The posse then sur- 
rounded the stump and demanded 
their surrender. They were answered 
by a pistol shot. Firing then opened 
on both sides. One of the desperadoes 
was shot, probably mortally, but he 
made a dash and escaped temporarily 
jn the darkness. The other, Ignacio 
Tejada, then surrendered, and was 
brought to town, but was run off by 


train to avoid lynching.

FROM OVER THE SEA. 


Parnell und Dillén Not to Enjoy 
the Freedom of Dublin.

Lonpon, Jan. 5.—Regarding the 
mandamus to be applied for in the 
Court of the Queen’s Bench, to quash 
the resolution conferring the freedom 
of ‘the city on Dillon and Parnell, a 
Dublin correspondent of the Times 
says: Ifthe points shall be established 
by the Queen's Bench that no one who 
is not a burgher can, under the exist- 
ing clause of the Corporation Act, re- 
ceive the freedom of the city, it would 
vitiate all the votes for such freedom 
which have been passed, if anybody 
arose to press it. Thus the names of 
Gladstone and General Grant would be 
erased from the roll, but it is question- 
able whether they would regret being 
deprived of the distinction, which has 
already lost much of its value by the 
alloy of disaffection and disloyalty 
added to it by recent proceedings. 


AMERICA AS AN EXAMPLE.

I had no chance; if I had I 
would not have done it.’ To this 
Davidge said: * We will come to that 
by and by.”

This shows hows how the 
President is sometimes made a scape- 
goat and victim of other people’s of- 
fenses.

The oli Knickerbocker 
custom of making calls was generally 
observed, although each year sees a 
greater number of ornamental card bas- 
kets swinging from the front door. The 
ladies of San Francisco, however, are 
proverbially hospitable and there seems 
to be no danger that the Dutch fashion 
of o! eorving the holiday will ever become 
obsolete here. It was a noble day for 
livery stable men and bootblacks, as the 
streets and sidewalks were covered with 
a thick pasty mud, which bespattered 
everything within reach of opposing 
wheels. 

A NEW YEAR'S EVE TRAGEDY. 

After the holidays comes general dull- 
ness, but from a news point of view this 
has not been a bad week. It has wit- 
nessed one of the yhastliest crimes per- 
petrated for some time and the largest 
seizure of smuggled goods in four years. 
The city was startled on Saturday last 
with a horrible murder and suicide. 
George S. Reed, aclerk in the large tea 
house of Macoudray & Co.,sacceeded in 
killing his mother-in-law and himself 
and dangerously wounding his littie 
daughter, only eight years old. The 


girl still survives, lying between 
life and death. There no 


theory to account for such a crime ex- 
cept that of insanity—a theory that is 
borne out by the fact that Reed’s grand- 
father had been in an insane asylum. 
No doubt this hereditary tendency was 
started into activity by the death of his 
wife, three years ago, and his business 
troubles and overwork last week com- 
pleted the unseating of his reason. 
‘Two pathetic features make the case an 
unusual one. The first one was the 
poor man’s strong love and devotion 
for his wife, which led him to visit her 
grave every week and adorn it with 
roses and other flowers. In a city 
where the dead are so soon forgotten, 
such a faithful tribute is as rare as it is 
beautiful. Tae other feature is the 
perplexity of the little girl, who was 
her father’s favorite, aud yet who was 
cruelly shot down by him. The little 
sufferer makes no complaint, but during 
the first days of her pain she would 
turn occasionally to her aunt and mur- 
mur plaintively, ‘‘Anntie, why did papa 
shoot me; was I naughty?’’ she is. still 
unable to grasp the meaning of the ter- 
rible deed which came so near ending 
her young life. 
THE MORAL OF THE CASE. 

This tragedy points one moral— that 
too few restrictions are placed about 
persons, who are suifering from mania 
that at any, moment may break out in 
horrible violence. Hete was a man 
who had been talking wildly for several 
days, telling his sister-in-law to care 
for his children when he was gone, and 
in many ways showed he was in a mor- 
bid condition verging on insanity. Yet 
his relatives, knowing that there was a 
taint of insanity in the family, took no 
precautions. They evenallowed the load- 
ed pistol, with which the deadly work 
was done, to remain in a drawer is 
the insane man’s room. It would seem 
that had ordinary prudence been shown 
the calamity could not have been so 
sweeping. Suicide wight have result- 
ed, but it would not have been over- 
shadowed by the crime of murder. 
There are a large number of mild luna- 
tics ranging about the streets of this 
city who ought to be put under restraint. 
They are now grouped under the gen- 
uine tithe of ‘‘eranks.’’ The Guiteau 
ease has drawn attention to their pecn- 
liarities and there is no question that it 
will result in the modification of the 


murder and other grave offenses com- 
mitted by so-called lunatics. New York 
has led off with a statute which makes 
it very unwholesome for a criminal to 
use the plea of ‘‘emotional insanity”’ 
or ‘*temporary mania.’’ No State needs 
astringent law on this subject more 
than California, as the court records are 
crowded with cases of acquittal on the 
threadbare plea of temporary insanity. 
TOO MUCH EGG NOG FOR HIM. 

To pass from grave to gay, a very_lu- 
}cberous incident is making wretched the 
life of a young clerk in the Hibernia 
Bank of this city. He is amoral young 
man and strictly temperate in his hab- 
its. On New Year’s Day he called at a 
hospitable house where there was a no- 
ble bowl of egg nox on the buffet. Not 
knowing a mint julep from a brandy 
cocktail, the innocent young man in- 
quired of a companion in regard to the 
drink and was told it was lemonade. So 
he drank freely of the strong and deli- 
cious beverage and the result was that

and when his companion told him what 
he had done he was horror struck. Now 
he is in deadly terror lest the managers 
of the bank should hear of it and cut off 
his official head. 


A LARGE SEIZURE OF OPIUM. 


The talk of the town to-day has been 
the big haul of opium made by two spe- 
cial pplicemen about midnight on Tues- 
day. The officers had been detailed to 
look out for wharf rats who had become 
very bold, plundering the lockers of 
yachts atthe foot of Second street. The 
night was very dark and there was a 
heavy sea. The officers were sculling 
about the wharf when they saw a shad- 
owy craft, a few rods away, loaded 
down to the water's edge and appar- 
ently propelled with muffled oars. 
They hailed her but got no response. 
They at once gave chase and aftera 
brisk pursuit overhauled the stranger 
just as she was getting into the Second 
street slip. The boat proved to be! 
loaded with over a ton of contraband 
opium put up in cases. Two men were 
found on board, and these the officers 
handcuffed. When the opium was 
brought ashore it was found to be worth 
fully $20,090—making this the largest 
seizure for four years. As each of the 
officers is entitled to one-third of the 
value of the seized goods, it makes 
their individual share a trifle less than 
$7,000—enough to set them up in a 
corner grocery and put them on the 
highway to political honors. 


INVESTIGATING THE OFFICERS. 


The Custom House officers have been 
tearing their hair overthe police poach- 
ing on their preserves. They tried to 
induce Chief Crowley to hand over the 
opium to them but the Chief declared 
that his men had done the work and he 
proposed that they should get the re- 
ward. It is in open secret that the 
Custom Ilouse officers received a warn- 
ing from one of their Hongkong spies 
that an attempt would be niade to smug- 
gle in opinm by the City of Tokio on 
this trip. Hence an extra force of in- 
spectors was detailed to watch the ves- 
sel. On Tuesday night there were five 
inspectors on the boat aud one on the 
wharf, yet an entire ton of opium was 
tuken off the ship under their noses 
and loaded into a small boat. The Cus- 
tom House boat which should have been 
patrolling the bay off the stern of the 
steamer did not go out that night be- 
cause the officers detailed for that duty 
declared that it was too rough for an 
open boat! These singular circum- 
st:mees have awakened the suspicions 
of the Federal authorities and an in- 
vestigation of the officers has been be- 
gun. There would certainly scem 
to be crookeduess or criminal care- 
lessness somewhere in this matter. 

POKER IN THE PRESS CLUB.. 

Some very funny incidents have 
marked the existence of the Press Club, 
of this city. Itis an institution of re- 
cent growth, started by some ambitious 
reporters who wished to make it a gen- 
vine club of journalists. At first the 
newspaper proprietors frowned upon it 
because they imagined that it would be 
too inviting a place for loafing, Finally, 
however, they were appeased by being 
made honorary menibers. The young 
club hired rooms on Washington street, 
furnished them, and started off in fine 
style. About a month ago the Treas- 
urer was appalled to have a second de- 
mand made upon him for rent which he 
had already paid. It was then found 
that the club had rented the premises 
from.a man whohad no authority to 
lease them, and the real owner talked 
of seizing the meagre furniture of the 
club. No sooner’ was .this disaster 
averted than another appeared. — The 
directors of the club are tow consider- 
ing the case .of several members who 
have been detected in ‘‘stocking’’ the 
cards in poker,with one cent ante. The 
game was said to be wildly exciting in 
spite of the small stakes, and the enor- 
mity of the offense cannot be over- 
looked. It is feared that this scandal 
will be the death of the club and the 
dispersion of the choice spirits who may 
one day become the leading editors of 
the coast. 

THE HERETIC AT REST. 

The last act of the farce of the Coop- 
er heresy case was played several weeks 
ago, When Mrs. Cooper and Deacon 
Roberts both resigned from the church 
Which they had nearly rent in twain 
with their factions. It was the height 
of the ludicrous when the Deacon, find- 
ing that Mrs. Cooper had retired,wished 
to be received back into the fold which 
he had always kept in-hot water. Dr. 
Hemphill wisely determined to keep 
him out, as his promise of reform was 
not to be depended upon. Mrs. Cooper 
cairied with her the good wishes of the 
church for which she had done so much, 
aml on Tuesday evening the First 
Congregational Church (now in charge 
of Dr. Burrows but formerly that of Dr. 
Stone) received her into membership. 
It is scarcely probable that in this new 
scene of action she will find a heresy 
hunter with so keen a scent as Deacon 
Roberts. This case excited great inter- 
est throughout the State and the press 
comments were not flattering to the 
Deacon, He urged that he brought the 
investigation solely for the purpose of 
preventing the spread of vicious doc- 
trines which Mrs. Cooper taught to her 
Bible class every Sunday. The ques- 
tions of doctrine seemed: very frivolous 
and rested mainly on the interpretation 
of certain passages of seripture. But 
beneath the whole was shown so much 
personal venom and malice that the 
general public put its tongue in its 
cheek when the Deacon talked of his 
high notions in worrying Mrs. Cooper. 
No church has yet been rash enough to 
receive him, and it isan open question 
whether his liberality with his money 
is sufficient compensation for his ten- 
deney to involve a church in periodical 
quarrels,

finest grades of cotton, and is sufficiently 
moist, ordinarily, without a particle of ir- 
rigation. Land is cheap, and large num- 
bers of American and European farmers 
are pouring in with the intention of lo- 
cating permanently. Californians have 
very crude ideas with reference to the civ- 
ilization of the people of Sonora, which | 
should be dispelled. Mr. Levy affirms | 
that the people are far more intelligent 
and retined than is commonly supposed, 
and are alive to the best interests of the 
State and country generally, hailing with 
unfeigned delight the railroads and many 
other innovations which are rapidly de- 
veloping the magnificent resources of their 
country. Strangers meet with cordial 
welcome, and life and property are as safe 
asinany partof the United States. He 
Was astonished to find the country so far 
advanced in general civilization and pros- 
perity, and believes Sonora will continue 
to thrive permanently with the develop- 
ment of its magnificent mining and agri- 
cultural resources. The railroad running 
from Guaymas to Hermosillo is a splen- 
didly equipped road comparing favorably 
in its road-bed, cars, management, ete., 
with the best European roads, a peculiar 
feature of the flat cars is noticeable in the 
fact that they are made completely of iron 
manufactured in England, which we must 
offset by securing a reciprocity treaty and 
beat the Johnnies by Yankee ingenuity, 
viz, making better cars for less money. 
The railroad will soon be completed ‘to 
Magdalena on its way from Guaymas to- 
Tucson. Hermosillo is the capital of the 
State of Sonora, and has a population of 
population of about 14,000, principally 
Mexicans and European Spaniards. 
The merchants are uniformly affable and 
courteous in their manners and strictly 
honorable in their dealings. Business of 
every kind in Sonora is conducted on in- 
telligent and comprehensive principles, 
the*merchants of Guaymas and Hermosil- 
lo especially earrying immense stocks of 
merchandise all the year around, those 
towns forming distributing centers for the. 
interior towns and villages. Mr. Levy re- 
ports that Hermosillo assums the airs and 
importance of a gay and magnificent Eu- 
ropean capita] on a small scale, notably in 
its splendid equipages, also the excellence 
of the military maneuvering and music. 
Schools are plentiful, and the Government 
will shortly erect a Normal School to cost 
$40,000. Most of the buildings are one 
and two-story plastered adobe, with an 
building. There is a 
stronger disposition in Sonora generally to 
emulate American habits and customs 
since the railroads have given the people 
a trucr insight dnto the American char- 
acter,

The authorities should sce that an- 
other stairway leading from the upper 
story outside the building is provided. In 
ease a fire should break out in the vicinity 
of the single pair of stairs a terrible holo- 
caust would inevitably result, and. acci- 
dents are liable to occur at any moment.

What an Old Resident Has to Say 
About Rain Matters. 


WE WILL HAVE RAIN ENOUGH YET. 


Waiting for the Train—A Useless Appendage— 
The troaker’s Croak—The City 
Council Reviewed. 


Eptror Times:—As the rain question is at 
present one of paramount importance, and 
one in which much interest is taken by all 
your readers, the following chat with an 
old resident of your county may not be 
wholly inapropos : 

WAITING FOR THE TRAIN 
is an ordeal at no time a pleasing one, un- 
less the tedium is whiled away by some in- 
cident occurring to draw one’s attention 
from the slowness with which the minutes 
drag on. Thursday evening the Southern 
Pacific was late one and a-half hours, 
caused by the Atchison, Topeka & Santa 
Fe being some seven hours behind time. 
I had my umbrella in my hand, lounging 
round and watching the new improve- 
ments that were being made at the depot, 
thinking of the time when it was only a 
miniature of what it is to-day. An old 
acquaintance of some twenty-five years’ 
standing came forward, and laughingly 
said: ‘‘ You are evidently a stranger here, 
or you would not carry that 
USELESS APPENDAGE.”’ 

pointing at the same time to the umbrella. 
** Well,’ I said, ‘it did rain here some 
weeks since, though I must say it has not 


since I bought it. What do you think of 
the prospects of rain?’ ‘Oh! we will 


have rain enough yet, these croakers 
nevertheless. Noone can tell here any- 


thing about it, but I think--and I have 
been here twenty years—-the hopes for rain 
will be realized yet. The croakers begin 
just after ‘harvest, and continue till the 
country is flooded. We can do with less 
rain than people generally suppose. Our 
fruit interests are very large, and it is 
grown and matured entirely 
INDEPENDENT OF RAIN, 


By irrigation, which is after all the best, 
as it is always available for that purpose. 
Of course we have the sheep and grain in- 
terests which rely on the rain; those will 
be very much injured should this be a 
dry year, but the importance of our fruit 
industry is assuming such a magnitude, 
that a drouth, though detrimental, is-not 
nearly so fatal as people generally imag- 
ine.” ‘The city authorities could great- 
ly assist the fruit-growing facilities of this 
valley it seems to me, by adopting a more 
comprehensive method of irrigation, and 
more fully utilizing the enormous amount 
of water that now goes to utter waste. In 
my opinion by a better and more judicious 
system whereby the water tould all be 
made available, an enormous rerenue 
could be acquired, and the present, rates 
for the use of water. could be largely de- 
creased. The income of thé city from 
that source would increase while the taxes 
of the city and county would be reduced 
toa nominal figure, and the amount of 
a crop that could be cultivated would be 
doubled if not trebled which would still 
farther lighten the burden.’’ *‘We here 
are well aware of all this, but

Petitions Granted—The City Auditor’s Weekly 
Report—Report of the Finance 
Committee, Etc. 


The City Council met in regular session 
last night, a full board being present, 
President Moran presiding.
